The  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  submit  to  the 
Stockholders  their  Report  for  the  year  1858,  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Company’s  navigation  was  opened,  throughout 
its  entire  length,  on  the  1st  of  April,  1858;  and  the 
Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  was  ready  for 
business  on  the  15th  of  the  same  month;  hut,  owing 
to  the  very  limited  demand,  shipments  of  coal  from 
Mauch  Chunk  did  not  begin  until  the  23d  of  that 
month. 

They  continued,  without  material  interruption,  to 
the  close  of  the  season  of  canal  navigation  on  the  10th 
of  December.

The  past  year  was  one  of  languor  and  of  depression 
in  every  department  of  business  and  of  productive  in- 
dustry. The  coal  interest  could  not  fail  to  participate 

in  the  general  prostration., 

This  inauspicious  condition  of  things  was  sought  to 
be  met,  and  its  injurious  effects  on  the  Company’s  in- 
terests, in  some  measure,  neutralized  by  the  practice 
.of  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditures,  and  by 
limiting  outlays  to  what  was  necessary  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  Company’s  property,  and  for  the  promo- 
tion of  their  business. 

Fortunately,  such  is  the  generally  good  condition  of 
the  Company’s  works,  that  the  retrenchments  impera- 
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tively  demanded,  were  more  readily  effected  than  might 
otherwise  have  been  practicable. 

The  results  of  the  year’s  operations,  if  not  so  grati- 
fying as  in  some  former  seasons  of  general  prosperity, 
yet  furnish  grounds  for  congratulations  to  the  Stock- 
holders. 

The  profits,  for  the  year,  from  ground  and  water 
rents,  and  from  lots  sold,  were  $24,053;  from  coal, 
$105,591.40;  and  from  tolls,  $466,212.43;  making  a 
total  of  $595,856.83,  against  $593,290.85  for  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  balance,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1858,  to  the 
credit  of  profit  and  loss,  after  paying  State  tax, 
interest,  repairs,  improvements  and  expenses,  was 
$343,863.60,  against  $304,811.07  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1857 ; being  nearly  equal  to  an  interest  of  14  per 
cent,  upon  the  Capital  Stock.

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the  year.  Of  the  funded  debt,  $301,416.18  were  paid 
off,  whilst  the  footing  debt  was  reduced  by  the  sum 
of  $53,561.18;  making  an  aggregate  reduction  of 
$354,977.36  in  the  general  indebtedness  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1858,  the  liabilities  of  the 
Company,  including  the  Capital  Stock,  funded  debt 
and  pecuniary  obligations  of  every  kind,  and  including 
also  their  own  loans  held  in  trust,  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  Board,  were  $6,391,103.01. 

Deducting  therefrom  the  last  item,  there  remained 
$6,057,2 1 3.54,  as  the  sum  total  of  the  Company’s  lia- 
bilities. 

The  regular  semi-annual  dividends  of  3 per  cent,  each 
were  declared  as  usual. 

The  statements  herewith  submitted  exhibit,  in  detail, 
the  financial  position  of  the  Company  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1858;  and  show,  too,  a very  decided  improve- 
ment in  that  position. 

The  Report  of  the  Company’s  Engineer,  also  sub- 
mitted, shows  the  outlay  upon  their  works  for  the  year, 
and  the  objects  to  which  these  expenditures  were  ap- 
plied. 

The  multiplication  of  avenues  to  market,  and  the 
intensity  of  the  competition  between  rival  regions  and 
contending  corporations,  have,  in  their  effects  upon 
the  production  and  distribution  of  coal  from  the  different 
anthracite  coal  regions,  led  to  the  belief,  on  the  part  of 
the  Managers,  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  vindicating 
the  claims  of  the  Lehigh  to  a larger  and  a fairer  share 
in  the  general  market;  and  that  the  policy  of  the  Com- 
pany henceforward  should  be,  by  lessening  the  cost  of 
transportation,  to  stimulate  a fuller  development  of  the 
mineral  resources  of  the  region. 
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Acting  upon  this  conviction,  very  material  reductions 
have  been  made  from  the  rates  of  toll  upon  coal  to  tide, 
heretofore  charged  on  the  Company’s  navigation.  And> 
although  this  movement  has  not  been  responded  to,  as 
the  productive  industry  of  the  region  had  a right  to 
expect  it  would  be,  by  the  owners  of  the  other  portions 
of  the  connected  and  continuous  through  lines  to  the 
Atlantic  markets;  yet  the  reductions  actually  made, 
aided  by  the  constantly  improving  condition  of  the 
water  ways,  and  the  consequent  less  charge  for  freight, 
have  enabled  the  producers  upon  the  Lehigh  and  its 
tributaries,  to  meet  their  rivals  in  trade  upon  terms 
much  more  favourable  than  has  heretofore  been  prac- 
ticable. 

The  Company  must  look,  for  their  remuneration,  to 
the  augmented  productiveness  of  the  mines,  and  to  the 
consequent  growth  of  the  trade,  from  which  to  derive 
a revenue. 

Thus  far  the  results  have  justified  the  anticipations 
of  the  Managers;  the  coal  shipments,  to  the  present 
time,  being  largely  in  advance  of  the  shipments  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

This  improvement,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  will 
continue  with  the  progress  of  the  season,  and  with  the 
increasing  demands  of  consumers. 

For  the  present  year,  the  canal  was  ready  for  busi- 
ness on  the  15th  of  March;  but  frequent  interruptions 
from  continued  high  water  retarded  operations  until 
towards  the  close  of  the  month. 

Shipments  have  since  then  become  active,  with  the 
prospect  of  a steady  increase. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  the  Com- 
pany have  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  their  Trea- 
surer, the  late  Otis  Ammidon,  Esq.,  who  departed  this 
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life  on  the  23d  December  last,  after  many  years  spent 
in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties;  during 
which  he  had  deservedly  enjoyed  the  unreserved  con- 
fidence, and  conciliated  the  warm  regards  of  those  with 
whom  he  was  associated. 

The  place  thus  left  vacant,  was  filled  by  the  Board, 
by  the  appointment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Company, 
to  be  also  Treasurer,  “until  the  next  annual  election.”

ENGINEER’S  REPORT. 


Office  of  flic  Leliigh  Coni  and  Navigation  Company. 

Mauch  Chunk,  Jan.  1st,  1859.

Sir, — The  following  annual  report  of  the  works  under  my  charge, 
for  1858,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

All  the  repairs  were  completed,  and  the  whole  line  of  the  navi- 
gation opened  for  use  on  the  first  day  of  April,  and  continued  in 
good  navigable  order  until  the  close  of  the  season,  which  terminated 
on  the  10th  of  December. 

Notwithstanding  the  inactivity  of  business,  generally,  the  coal 
tonnage  on  the  navigation,  reached  908,999  tons. 

With  few  exceptions,  the  expenditures  on  the  navigation,  during 
the  past  year,  have  been  confined  either  to  renewals  or  ordinary  re- 
pairs ; which  it  will  be  seen  have  been  much  less  than  usual.  Those 
exceptions  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  widening  of  the  canal  at  the  point  of  rocks  above  Lock 
No.  7,  on  the  Lower  Section.  The  canal  at  this  point  was  origi- 
nally left  barely  wide  enough  for  two  boats  to  pass  each  other;  and 
being  in  a sharp  curve  it  was  not  unfrequently  that  collisions  took 
place  in  passing.  The  widening  has  remedied  that  difficulty. 

2.  The  strengthening  and  more  thoroughly  securing  the  entrance 
to  the  canal  between  Dam  and  Lock  No.  1,  which  has  been  done 
by  building  a crib  in  the  deep  water,  and  a substantial  stone  wall 
above  water  line. 

3.  The  completion  of  the  new  Lock  houses  at  Locks  No.  47 
and  49. 

4.  The  building  of  a lumber  house  at  White  Haven;  and, 

5.  The  completion  of  the  Collector’s  Office  at  South  Easton. 
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Several  of  the  Locks  require  more  or  less  repairs,  and  one  of  the 
Dams  will  have  to  be  raised  one  foot  in  order  to  give  the  requisite 
depth  of  six  feet  water.  Otherwise  the  works  are  in  a good  con- 
dition. 

Some  of  the  timber  work  in  the  Locks  and  Dams  of  the  descend- 
ing navigation,  between  Stoddartsville  and  A,  nite  Haven,  having 
become  defective  by  decay,  the  decayed  parts  have  been  removed, 
and  replaced  by  new  timber.  The  channels  and  wing  walls  are 
now  in  good  condition,  and  no  expenditures  will  be  required,  un- 
less the  channels  should  be  filled  by  the  spring  freshets.

Leliigh  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road. 

This  work  was  opened  for  use  on  the  fifteenth  of  April;  but  little, 
however,  was  done  over  it  during  that  month. 

The  expenditures  on  the  works  for  repairs  and  other  purposes, 
during  the  past  year,  amounted  to  $23,378.88,  which  includes  the 
cost  of  renewing  the  foundation  of  the  engine,  and  machinery  at  in- 
clined plane  No.  2,  and  substituting  iron  for  wood;  also  in  length- 
ening out  the  boilers,  so  as  to  give  them  more  steam  capacity , and 
arranging  the  furnaces  of  all  the  boilers,  so  as  to  use  pea  coal  in- 
stead  of  the  large  and  more  expensive  size  heretofore  used. 

About  five  miles  of  the  main  track  have  been  relaid;  and  that

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portion  which  runs  through  the  deep  cut  has  been  raised  one  foot, 
and  ballasted  with  coarse  gravel  or  broken  stone. 

The  whole  road,  including  the  inclined  planes,  is  in  good  working 
order,  and  requires  but  few  repairs. 

Iron  has  been  procured  and  preparations  made  to  remove  about 
one  mile  of  the  old  and  light  rail,  and  substitute  a rail  of  60  lbs.  to 
the  yard;  which  it  is  intended  to  have  done,  in  time  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  navigation  in  the  spring  of  1859. 

It  is  also  contemplated,  next  year,  to  construct  gravitating  roads 
between  the  planes  for  the  passage  of  the  return  cars,  which  will 
supersede  the  use  of  horses  altogether. 

Coal  Improvements. 

The  chutes  and  screening  fixtures  at  the  landing  at  Mauch  Chunk, 
together  with  the  wharves,  which  had  become  much  decayed,  above 
water,  underwent  a thorough  repair  during  last  winter.  At  the  same 
time  a race  was  constructed  from  dam  No.  1,  Upper  Section,  to  dam 
No.  1,  Lower  Section,  a distance  of  about  three-fourths  of  a mile,  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  water,  to  carry  away  the  dirt  made  by 
screening  and  shipping  the  coal,  which  has  fully  answered  the  de- 
sired purpose,  and  has  had  the  effect  of  doing  away  with  horse 
power  heretofore  used  for  that  purpose;  and  has  materially  reduced 
the  cost  of  disposing  of  the  dirt. 

Some  further  improvements  are  contemplated  to  be  made  during 
the  winter,  to  perfect  the  coal  washing  arrangements,  and  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  men  working  at  the  lump  coal  chute. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  remove  the  wooden  track  now  on  chute 
No.  3,  and  relay  it  with  a T rail.  With  these  exceptions  the  works 
require  no  further  expenditure  to  prepare  them  for  next  season’s 
business. 

Descending  Road  from  the  Summit  Mines  to  the  Landing 
and  Back  Track. 

Nothing  has  been  required  to  be  done  at  these  works  during  the 
past  year,  except  ordinary  repairs,  and  alterations  in  the  furnaces  of 
the  boilers  at  the  inclined  planes,  so  as  to  use  pea  coal,  which  has 
been  done,  quite  successfully,  at  all  the  engines;  saving  a consump- 
tion of  about  10,000  tons  annually,  of  chesnut  coal,  and  substituting 
a kind  which  from  its  small  size  has  heretofore  been  considered  only 
fit  for  the  dirt  heap. 

As  the  boilers  at  both  the  inclined  planes,  which  have  been  in 
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use  ever  since  the  first  construction  of  the  back  track,  begin  to  show 
symptoms  of  wearing  out,  it  has  been  deemed  prudent  to  have 
them  removed  from  their  bed,  examined  and  thoroughly  repaired, 
so  as  to  place  the  question  of  their  safety  beyond  doubt,  which  is 
now  being  done. 

The  trestle  work  of  the  back  track  at  the  crossing  of  the  two 
roads,  near  the  five  mile  tree,  having  become  insecure  from  decay, 
it  has  been  concluded,  instead  of  rebuilding  the  trestle  work,  to  fill  it 
up  with  embankment;  which  it  is  contemplated  doing  the  present 
winter. 

All  the  other  parts  of  these  roads,  inclined  planes,  and  machinery, 
are  in  good  running  order. 


Panther  Creek  Pail  Roads. 

These  roads  having  been  recently  rebuilt,  but  few  repairs  have 
been  required. 

Several  of  the  boilers  at  the  inclined  planes  having  shown  svm- 
toms  of  giving  out,  they  were  removed,  and  new  ones  put  in  their 
places.  All  the  machinery,  and  every  thing  connected  with  the 
inclined  planes,  have  kept  in  good  order,  and  run  throughout  the 
season  without  interruption. 

The  several  improvements  to  the  coal  breakers  and  screening 
fixtures,  to  more  perfectly  prepare  the  coal,  were  completed  and 
brought  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  of  1858. 

With  a small  expenditure  in  preparing  the  mines  during  the 
winter,  they  can  be  put  in  a condition  to  produce  any  quantity  of 
coal  which  the  market  will  take  next  season. 

Preparations  were  made,  and  a portion  of  the  machinery  pro- 
cured for  a slope  at  tunnel  No.  5 ; but,  owing  to  the  general  depres- 
sion of  business,  particularly  of  the  coal  trade,  during  the  past  year, 
the  work  was  suspended.  I would,  however,  suggest  its  resump- 
tion at  an  early  day. 

Fears  having  been  expressed  by  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Com- 
pany, that  the  coal  dirt  made  at  the  Panther  Creek  mines,  would  be 
carried  down  by  the  water,  and  eventually  obstruct  their  navigation, 
we  have,  in  compliance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Board,  constructed 
a dam  across  the  lower  part  of  Panther  Creek  Valley,  so  as  to  form 
a reservoir  to  arrest  the  dirt;  this  reservoir  covering  a surface  of 
more  than  seven  acres,  will,  it  is  believed,  hold  all  the  dirt  that  will 
be  brought  down  for  several  years. 
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The  Beaver  Meadow  Rail  Road  Company  having  signified  their 
intention  of  giving  up  the  coal  chutes,  at  the  landing  in  East  Mauch 
Chunk,  and  declining  to  rebuild  them,  measures  have  been  taken  in 
accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  have 
them  rebuilt.  Materials  have  been  procured,  and  arrangements  made 
to  have  the  work  done,  by  the  time  the  navigation  shall  open  in  the 
spring  of  1859. 

The  following  sums  have  been  expended  on  the  coal  improve- 
ments during  the  past  yeai’,  viz. —

For  Machinery  for  Slope  No.  4,  - 
For  grading  road  to  Slope  No.  4,  - 
For  Dam  across  Panther  Creek,  dirt  reservoir, 

For  Trial  Shaft  at  Room  Run  Mines,

Sir, — All  the  necessary  repairs  were  completed,  and  the  water 
let  into  the  Lower  Section  on  the  15th,  and  into  the  Upper  Section 
on  the  20th  nit.  and  shipments  of  coal  commenced  on  the  1st  inst. 

The  Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  was  ready  on  the  latter 
date;  but  little  has  been  done  over  it  up  to  the  present  time. 

Every  thing  connected  with  the  coal  works  was  in  readiness 
simultaneously  with  the  opening  of  the  navigation. 

The  chutes,  at  the  terminus  of  the  Beaver  Meadow  Company’s 
rail  road,  in  East  Mauch  Chunk,  were  completed  on  the  first  of 
March,  and  have  all  been  leased  upon  satisfactory  terms.
